STRIKE IN THE A. J. 


A Four Foot Vein that Carries rionV2oo 


to IOOO Ounct*.,

The A. J. again comes to the front with 


one of 
the most Important 
mineral 
strikes ever made In tho camp, says the 
Aspen Times. 
For some time past the 
company has been, driving a level north 
from tho Incline,'believing a large ore 
body lay In that direction. It appears that 
the judkiuent of the manager was all 
right. 
Saturday the expected ore body 
wa« encountered, and Is pro\lng not 
only valuable as regards grade, but Is of 
Immense size and still growing larger. 
In fact. It Is said they don't know yet 
what they have encountered.
